Elba City Council approves 
one-time bonus for retirees

The Elba City Council 
gave final approval 
Monday, Sept. 24, to refi- 
nancing a USDA sewer 
bond issue. 

The action will not 
extend the length of the 
bond repayment, but will 
lower the total interest rate. 
Bond attorneys __ said 
Monday evening that the 
refinancing will save Elba 
taxpayers about $116,000. 

In addition to that sav- 
ings, a required “Sewer 
Reserve Fund” the city 
funds monthly will revert to 
city coffers. That amounts 
to $133,275 in restricted 
funds at the time of the refi- 
nancing now being unre- 
stricted funds that have 
been factored into the oper- 
ating budget for the upcom- 
ing fiscal year that begins 
on October 1, 2018. 

The council also 
approved the much-dis- 
cussed one time bonus to 
city retirees. Mayor Mickey 
Murdock said this would 
cost the city $9,752. 

The council approved the 
budget for the fiscal year 
exceeding $3.5 million. 
Included in this budget is an 
ambitious $424,950 wish 
list. However, the largest 
item on this list ($160,000) 
is matching money for a 
Hawkins-Williams Park 
grant that has not yet been 
officially approved. 

Other items include new 
police vehicles, the second 


group of the new residential 
garbage cans which started 
appearing around town sev- 
eral months ago, work at the 
library building, senior cen- 
ter, chamber building and 
recreation center, equip- 
ment upgrades, etc. 

Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey reported things 
were running fairly smooth 
in the department. He did 
acknowledge a_ slight 
increase in activity last 
weekend, but did not con- 
nect any of: it to 
Homecoming activities. 

Hussey also expressed 
satisfaction over an incident 
when officers intervened 
and talked a woman out of 
suicide. He added that the 
paperwork has been com- 
pleted and the department’s 
drug dog is now certified. 

Council member Rolanda 
Jones commended the 
department’s officers for 
their professional handling 
of an incident that could 
have easily gotten out of 
hand but did not due to their 
professionalism. 

Assistant City Clerk Pat 
Boothe reported that work 
continues on the dog park. 
She said water lines are 
installed, concrete poured, 
shelters in place and the 
fencing has been delivered. 

Council member Tom 
Maddox reported _ that 
progress is being made on 
getting a Farmers Market 
grant. This should allow at 
least eight special “Market 
Days” next year.

Federal Judge Brett Kavanaugh is still the topic of discus- 
sion on any news media site you follow. What will happen 
Thursday (if anything) is anyone’s guess. Regardless of 
the outcome, we will hear howls of indignation. 
Confirming him will cause a roar from groups already 
organizing rallies in key places opposing his appointment 
to the Supreme Court.

Timber! 

My dad always loved his 
yard. He took great pride in 
having what he considered to 
be one of the best looking 
yards in the neighborhood. 
Actually, he came by it hon- 
estly; my grandfather had 
quite the green thumb and 
enjoyed yard work greatly. 
My grandfather used words 
like “mulch” and “aerate” 
when he talked about his 
yard and his eyes would light 
up. My dad- had been 
groomed to be an expert in 
the area of lawn maintenance 
and he definitely had not 
been a disappointment. 

Dad spent many hours in 
the yard on Saturdays and on 
days off. There was grass to 
be cut, raked, fertilized, 
and/or watered. Shrubs had 
to be trimmed and azaleas 
had to be trenched around. 
Then there were things like 
herbicide and _ insecticide, 
that did God only knows 
what to weeds and bugs, that 
had to be spread or sprayed 
on plants and bushes. There 
was always something that 
could be done in the yard if 
there was time to spare. 

Yard work was my father’s 
way of unwinding from the 
stresses of practicing medi- 
cine. It was a chance to be by 
himself for a while, and he 
enjoyed the release. Being in 
the ministry and the father of 
four, I now understand full 
well what an escape yard 
work can be. When I was 
young, however, I tried to be 
scarce when Dad was work- 
ing in the yard. Of course, 
that was just the way he 
wanted it, until I was old 
enough to push a lawnmow- 
er, 

We had a pretty large cor- 
ner lot in a wooded neighbor- 
hood so we had lots of grass 
and lots of trees. For a while 
my dad had a pretty good 
system going. My brother 
and I would weed-eat and cut 
the grass while my dad 
would supervise. For one 
person it was an all day proj- 
ect, but with two it could be 
done on a Saturday morning 


leaving, the afternoon free. ~' 


After my brother went to 
college my dad changed his 
strategy. We got two lawn- 
mowers and he and I could 
cut at the same time, thus 
reducing the time. This 
worked well for a few years, 
but, as I got older and 
involved in more activities,

Dad ended up doing more 
and more of the work him- 
self. Once again, a strategy 
change was necessary. After 
much deliberation my father 
made a monumental deci- 
sion. The time had come to 
buy a riding lawnmower. 

My dad’s buying a riding 
lawnmower was like the 
Beatles making a disco 
album. I never thought he 
would bring himself to break 
down and get one. I think he 
thought it was lazy to ride 
while you cut grass. 
Whatever the case, Dad had 
made his mind up and there 
was no stopping him now. It 
was time! 

I went with him to Sears to 
pick out his new mower. I 
figured I might be using it 
some and I wanted to see 
what we were getting. He 
looked rather unimpressed 
with some of the larger trac- 
tor style mowers that I liked. 
I wanted “power,” not 
maneuverability. Dad, how- 
ever, wanted something that 
would be easier to handle 
around all our trees, so he 
picked a smaller, less tractor- 
looking mower. It was more 
like a seat on top of a motor 
with a steering wheel and 
blade underneath. 

I was a little afraid of what 
the neighbors might say 
about our strange looking 
riding lawnmower as they 
cut their yards atop their lawn 
tractors. Frankly, ours looked 
a little sissy. Dad liked it 
though, and that was what 
was important. He would be 
the one they saw on it most of 
the time anyway. Maybe I 
could use it at night. 

My next door neighbor 
John Pegues (his dad had a 
lawn tractor) and I were play- 
ing in the yard a few days 
later when the Sears truck 
pulled into the driveway. We 
watched as they unloaded the 
strange looking little red 
machine. I heard the sarcasm 
in John’s voice as he said, 
“That thing sure looks differ- 
ent than my dad’s.” “Yea, 
well, we got more trees than 
y’all do,” I said in a desperate 
attempt to save face, but I 
knew he was right. 

My dad excitedly filled it 
up with gas and cranked it 
up. It was loud, which made 
me feel a little better. I don’t 
know what might have been 
said if it had been quiet on 
top of odd looking. Dad 
hopped on and began to ride 


around the yard. It did 
maneuver well, no question 
about it. He dropped the 
blade and began to cut a little 
to see how it looked. He was 
pleased with the beautiful 
strip of cut grass that 
stretched out behind him. In 
fact, he was so pleased with 
what was behind him he for- 
got to look ahead of him. He 
ran right into one of our 
loblolly pine trees. Quickly 
jarred back into reality, he 
tried to remember how to 
stop this machine he was rid- 
ing. As Dad frantically tried 
to get the mower out of gear, 
the front end began to inch up 
the trunk of the tree. John 
stared wide eyed as my dad’s 
riding lawnmower came 
close to vertical while hear- 
ing my dad curse loudly as he 
tried to stop the runaway 
machine. 

When Dad finally stopped 
the mower and got it out of 
the tree, I puffed my chest up 
proudly and said to John, “I 
bet your dad’s lawnmower 
won’t do that”. John never 
made fun of my dad’s mower 
again. Dad used that mower 
for several years after that, 
but he never spent much time 
looking behind him; he kept 
his eyes on where he was 
headed. 

Jesus had a little to say 
about looking where we have 
been.“‘No one who puts his 
hand to the plow and looks 
back is fit for service in the 
kingdom of God."

It was an exciting week for our grandson Lawson \ast 
week as he dressed up in a varsity of clothes every day to 
help celebrate homecoming spirit, went to the coronation 
of the queen on Friday morning, headed out to the home- 
coming parade Friday afternoon and then Friday night 
went to the football game.

*** The Elba Tigers gave a large homecoming crowd 
plenty to cheer about last week as they rolled to a wild 60- 
24 win over region rival Florala. The Tigers owned a slim 
26-18 lead at the half and appeared in for a fight over the 
final two quarters, but exploded for 34 unanswered points 
in the third quarter to open up a 60-18 lead and then let the 
junior high Tigers mop up the win in the final stanza. 

The Elba offense moved the ball at will against the 
Wildcat defense and if not for self-inflicted wounds could 
have put the game away much earlier. Richmon Singletary 
had another big night as he again rushed for well over 200 
yards and scored five touchdowns, and over on defense 
returned an interception for a score. Byron Johnson 
pitched in with three rushing touchdowns to round out the 
offensive explosion, and Alex Wright had two catches, 
including one when he dragged half the Florala defense for 
over twenty yards. It was the Tigers biggest offensive out- 
put of the season and once again showed the fans and 
future opponents that they have enough weapons to light 
up the scoreboard. 

The Elba defense was effective for much of the game, 
but was fooled by a couple of trick plays that resulted in 
big plays and had a blown coverage that led to another.
